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REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-23, and 25-35 are pending in this application. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-13, 
27-31, and 35 have been allowed. Claims 14, 18-22, 25, 16, and 33 have been rejected. 

Rejection - 35 U.S.C. S 102 & 103 
The Office has rejected claimsl4, 18-22, 25, 16, and 33 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 103 as 
being unpatentable over Hasegawa (U.S. Patent No. 5,990,533) alone or in view of Tsunoda 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,023,684) for the reasons listed on pages 2-4 of the Office Action. Applicant 
respectfully traverses this rejection because the Office has not substantiated that the references — 
whether alone or combined — teach or suggest every limitation in the rejected claims. But since 
the Office has indicated that certain dependent claims contained allowable subject matter, 
Applicant has amended the rejected independent claims so that they contain this allowable 
subject matter. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of these grounds of 
rejection. 

Claims Objected To 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 15-17, 23, 32, and 34 contain allowable 
subject matter. Applicant has incorporated some of this allowable subject matter into the 
rejected claims and these amended claims should therefore be allowable. 

Allowed Claims 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-13, 27-31, and 35 have been 
allowed.
